Roosevelt Summons Country to Contribute in 


Meeting Needs of Destitute — Criticises 
"Some Areas Which Have Not Done Their

WASHINGTON, Sept. 8 — 


(AP)—Summoning the coun- 
try to contribute for the re- 
lief of the destitute, President 
Roosevelt at the same time to- 
day arranged "some areas 
which lately have not done 
their share and have been 
coming hat in hand to the fed- 
eral government." 


His extemporaneous talk was in 
opening the third annual mobiliza- 
tion for human needs conference on 
the white house grounds one dec- 
laration being that the people are 
better able to support charity now 
than in years immediately past. 
Responding, Frank B. Kellogg— 
former secretary of state— 
an- 


nounced the mobilizers were about 
to undertake a campaign "of sur- 
passing 
importance 
for 
human 
needs'1 in every community of the 
country. 


Kellogg spoke in place of Newton 
D. Baker, former secretary of war, 
as chairman of the relief confer- 
ence, whose illness prevented his 
attendance. 
He said the greatest obstacle to 
the drive would be the widespread 
belief that the government will 
furnish the means and that there 
is no necessity for private subscrip- 
tions and aid. 
Federal Aid Limited. 
"Nothing is further from 
the 
fact," he said. "The aid rendered by 
the federal government and the 
state and local governments is lim- 
ited in its scope and does not and 
cannot cover the ground which the 
private organizations must carry 
on."

Streetcar Strike In 


Cleveland Is Averted 


CLEVELAND, Sept. 8— OP) —A 
strike of greater Cleveland's street- 
car employes, originally called for 
today, has been averted, at least 
temporarily through intervention of 
the national recovery administra- 
tion and'city officials. 
The executive board of the street- 
car men's union last night called 
off indefinitely a strike of nearly 
3,000 employes which would have 
tied up the public transportation 
of half a million car riders. The 
board will meet Saturday for a 
final decision. 
The Cleveland Railway Co.. which 
is operating under the NRA, re- 
fused the demands upon which the 
strike vote was based—union recog- 
nition and a wage boost—but the 
indefinite delay was arranged.

Severs Relationship. 


He said this led to such disputes

and

actress' 
mother one the one side, and Miss 
Pickford on the other 'that during 
the year 1922 the situation came to 
a climax and the plaintiff agreed 
to sever a long relationship that 
had existed between him and the 
Pickford family.'' 


Hemmer says he was promised 
that Miss Pickford's mother would 
compensate him by a bequest in her 
will. No such bequest was made, and 
upon the death of her mother Miss 
Pickford received all of the estate, 
valued at about $1,500,000. 
The actor added that he had been 
assured by Miss Pickford that if her 
mother failed to leave him a be- 
quest, she herself would pay him 
reasonable compensation.

R. L. Metcalfe. state NBA direc- 
tor, reported that Nebraska is show- 
ing a strong gain in employment as 
a result of the NRA drive. In Ben- 
kelman. a town of 1.150 population, 
10 employes have been added to 
payrolls, which have been increased 
more than $10,000 a year. 


At Fremont, 105 persons have 
been given permanent jobs. An early 
report from Hastings said 251 new 
workers had been added there. Al- 
liance, with 6.600 population, has in- 
creased its annual payroll $112.800 
a year. 


Metcalfe said the smaller Ne- 
braska towns are responding equal- 
ly welL Superior reports a payroll 
increase of $35.000 a year and ex- 
pects to have mere than $50.000 
increase before its drive is complete

Cuba's door. To prevent it, the gov- 
ernment must solve immediately 
problems of the army and public 
order and avoid the present con- 
fusion. 
Gen. Mario G. Menocal, former 
president—I propose the creation 
of a committee representative of 
all factions to solve the problems 
of the country.

With his brothers All and Abdula 
he took a leading part in the move- 
ment leading to the deposition of 
Abdul Hamid. 


When, in 1916, his father sided 
with the allies against Turkey, Emir 
Feisal commanded rebel forces in 
Medina, but the Turks defeated 
him. 


He then presented to the British 
a scheme for the formation of an 
Arab army and thus he eventually 
became General AUenby's right 
wing in Palestine, giving the latter 
valuable assistance in routing the 
Turks and in the complete occupa- 
tion of Palestine and Syria. 


Became King1 of Syria. 


In March, 1920, he became king of 
Syria, but owing to his failure to 
recognize the rights of France, Gen- 
eral Gourard deposed him. On Aug 
23, 1921, he ascended the throne of 
Iraq and received British recogni- 
tion. 
Under his aegis and with the as- 
sistance of British advisers and 
British forces in Iraq, the kingdom 
made rapid progress 
King Feisal opened the first par- 
lamient in July, 1925. Two and a 
half years later a treaty was con- 
cluded under which Great Britain 
undertook to recognize Iraq as an 
independent state and the country 
was duly admitted to membership 
in the League of Nations Inde- 
pendence thus was recognized in 
October, 1932. 
King Feisal married Sharifa Hu- 
zayma, the daughter of his father's 
brother, in 1906. There is one son.

Taken on Trial Period 


Number of Loan Associations Con- 


sider Bonds of Mortgage 


Relief Measure. 


A number of building and loan 


associations will accept bonds of 
•he Federal Home Owners Loan 
Corporation for a trial period, ac- 
cording to information received Fri- 
day by George B. Wilson, deputy 
tate banking superintendent 
in 


harge of the asociations. 
About a fourth of the associations 


n the state are expected to accept 
bonds for mortgages of hard-pressed 
debtors and to hold the bonds to 
ee how their market will be, said 
Wilson. 


If the market value slumps, he 
said, the bonds probably would be 
sold and the loss pocketed. But if 
the market holds up, the associa- 
tions might continue to accept the 
bonds. 


Tlie associations also are privil- 
eged to accept stock in exchange 
for the bonds, Wilson stated. This 
mightT>e done if persons reauesting 
withdrawals wanted to receive the 
bonds. 


Associations themselves, he said, 
where they desire to do so, can 
help their debtors by rearranging 
terms. He said frequently this would 
be the more satisfactory way to 
handle the problem, but that in 
hopsless cases, the home loan sys- 
tem offered the only relief.

HOME OWNERS.

iS an illuminating showing which Charles Smr- 
ha, manager of the Nebraska branch of the 


Home Owners Loan corporation, established by the 
federal government at Washington, makes. 


The district office in Omaha was open for busi- 


ness on August 8, exactly a month ago, and since 
then, branch offices have been opened at three other 
points. In that period of time, 2,767 applications for 
loans have been received, and 1,419 have been re- 
turned with the consent of the mortgage holder to 
take bond. About one-third are urgent and will re- 
ceive attention during the next thirty 
days, Mr. 


Smrha reports. Forty-five applications for loans 
have been approved through the Omaha office, ag- 
gregating in all, $97,61253. Of the total, $5,559.97 is 
to be applied to the payment of back taxes, $5,540.04 southern neighbor 


rubber forests and when tin was discovered

MOLEY DEFINES THE ISSUE. 


f 


NTRA-NATIONALISM 
(meaning a 
self-con- 


tained economic system bolstered by protective 


tariffs) is inevitable, necessary and thoroughly jus- 
tifiable." 


These words, written by Raymond Moley in one 


of his first articles since he freed his pen from the 
restrictions of public office, are the key to his con- 
flict with Secretary of State Hull. 


Cordell Hull is a product of the era in which the 


iniquities of the protective tariff were the mainstays 
of the democratic platform. Hull still believes that 
the way to international peace and prosperity is the 
removal of trade restrictions. The history of 
the 


democratic party and the 
doctrine of orthodox 


economists are behind him. 


Hull, therefore, found himself in rather strange 


company when Raymond Moley, sponsor of such 
ideas as quoted above, became one of his assistants 
in the state department. 


The disagreement between these two men would 


not be worth serious debate, if it were not for the 
fact that they represent the two choices between 
which the Roosevelt administration as a whole must 
soon choose. 


On the one hand, we have Hull espousing his mis- 


takenly named "conservative" course toward recon- 
struction and return to "normalcy" in our business 
relations. Hull will not admit that the way to cor- 
rect the maladjustment caused by tariff abuses is to 
pile the schedules higher. 


Mr. Moley, however, argues that, "for better or 


worse," we have chosen our bed and must lie in it. 
As an example he laments the Mexican war but in- 
sists that no end of justice would be served by giv- 
ing Texas, Arizona and New Mexico back to our 


to be utilized for necessary repairs to put those 
homes in condition. In this connection, Mr. Smrha 
points out that in only one instance has the amount 
exceeded $5,000, while the smallest loan is $350. He 
directs attention to the fact that in the forty-five 
cases thus far approved, the amount of the bond to 
be used in refinancing the mortgage indebtedness 
totals 87.8 per cent of the entire loan, while 12.2 per 
cent goes to clear the property of delinquent taxes 
and for urgent -repairs. In this fashion, other op- 
portunities for employment are being opened up by 
the government, affecting workmen in the building 
crafts, among the heaviest of sufferers during the 
period of depression. 


From the showing made, it is apparent that the 


governmental agencies created through 
the home 


owners loan legislation are meeting one of the acute 
and distressing problems of the day. It is the hum- 
ble home to be saved, and the humble home has a 
peculiar significance in American life. From it has 
emerged a type of manhood and womanhood of in- 
calculable value to the nation. The lessons of thrift, 
the habits of industry, the traits of ambition and de- 
termination have flowered there generously, because 
of the distinctive traditions developed in the United 
States. The humble home represents that universal 
hunger for independence and safety, in the vast ma- 
jority of cases achieved only through iron will, and 
consecrated in the spirit of splendid family ideals 
and objectives. 


The most important task before the people of this 


country arising out of this three year emergency Is 
the preservation of the home, whether it be in town 
or city, or on the farm. That is no mawkish senti- 
mentality. Its relationship to material rehabilitation 
and recovery Is so vital that it can not be over-em- 
phasized. Who is there bold enough to say what 
will be the permanent effect upon individual morale 
in a nation where literally millions are dispossessed 
of that possession which represents their most cher- 
ished ambition? 


There are difficulties in the path of the complete 


and successful functioning of the home loan corpora- 
tion. Those difficulties have been apparent, they 
have been discussed publicly, and they have brought 
from some quarters criticism. There must be a mar- 
ket for the bonds of the corporation. That market 
only can arise from a full realization of the funda- 
mentals involved In the program. To that end. peo- 
ple should make an honest endeavor to familiarize 
themselves with them, and should reserve judgment 
until they are certain that that Judgment is correct. 


Beyond that, there must be an appreciation that 


this •whole problem of indebtedness, affecting not 
only farms but city homes as wen, must be readjust- 
ed and settled If there Is to be any permanence in 
the gallant fight which is being made. It is not go- 
ing to succeed if the debtor assumes the attitude 
that he can repudiate his obligations. It is not go- 
Ing to succeed if a greedy creditor, intent upon ac- 
quiring property worth, even under present condi- 
tions, more than his loan, seizes the opportunity to 
exploit conditions. We are going to emerge from 
our troubles when and if a spirit of decency, honesty, 
and justice prevails in the relations of individuals. 
There hasn't been a great deal of encouragement 
along that line thus far. Too many debtors have 
come to the conclusion they can beat their obliga- 
tions, and too many creditors have adopted an un- 
yielding, uncompromising attitude. We plead for the 
spirit of conciliation, whether it be through govern- 
mental channels or in the indlvdual private capacity. 


He points out that we long ago built the tariff 


wall, and that other nations have responded with 
retaliatory measures. Under this situation, new in- 
dustries have developed in various countries to fur- 
nish formerly imported products. These new busi- 
nesses have almost acquired vested rights, which no 
nation can ruthlessly wreck by sudden and drastic 
removal of the tariffs that caused these plants to be 
built. 


Moley goes on to emphasize that the NRA and 


the agricultural adjusment act have already taken 
us a long way toward what he calls "intra-national- 
ism." 


Citing these examples of governmental regulation 


of business, Mr. Moley finds it not difficult to pro- 
pose general price 
control to protect consumers 


against profiteering behind the tariff walls. 


Commentators are inclined to believe President 


Roosevelt prefers the more conservative road or a 
compromise, if that is possible. Only the future can 
tell which of the roads will be followed. But we are 
at least grateful that the issue has been authorita- 
tively revealed by Mr. Moley, the one person who 
could do so.

Probably the one case attract- 
ing the most attention is that of George Herman 
Ruth, a mighty warrior In baseball for so many 
years that it seems incredible that the most feared 
and the most loved idol of the diamond has been 
warming the bench with surprising regularity, be- 
cause the one specialty which made him invaluable 
is apparent no longer. They say the "Babe" is 
through, to which he enters a vigorous defense, but 
the fact remains that the place he occupied in the 
outer field is being patrolled by a younger man more 
and more. 


And then there was Queen Helen of the tennis 


realm, supposedly invincible and unbeatable, and she, 
too, suffered a humiliating defeat in the finals of the 
national women's tennis championship. To top it off, 
young Ellsworth Vines, thought to be the incarna- 
tion of "Big Bill" Tilden, and Henri Cochet bumps 
into disaster in the Davis cup matches and then to 
make his licking complete is eliminated in the na- 
tional championship matches.

TO MAINTAIN NEUTRALITY 


I am frequently consulted, either 


through letters or in conversation, 
by people who say they suffer at 
times with ac- 
idity, due to 
something they

and would like a 
diet to correct it. 
Those who dis- 
cuss this ques- 
tion of acidity so 
lightly, as Hf' it '] 
were a question 
that all physiolo- 
gists agreed 
upon, seem to 
have no concep- 
tion of the fact 
that they have 


cated and 
difficult 
questions in 
physiological chemistry. 
That a condition of acidity of the 
bodily tissues can occur is not open 
to doubt. That it ever occurs with- 
out most profound and dangerous 
disturbances of the living processes 
is however, very questionable. That 
it is resopnsible for any minor 
symptoms, such as skin rashes or 
canker sores of bilious feelings, is 
certainly far from proven. 
Most of those who ascribe the 
symptoms of what thev call acidity 
to their diet continuously make mis-

It is true that meat burns to an 
acid ash and also bread, but in 
health these ashes are quickly neu- 
tralized. 


This neutral balance which the 
body maintains is one of the most 
perfect and stable of our bodily 
mechanisms. 


The body preserves its neutrality 
fiercely. Foods bring both acid and 
alkaline elements into it. Far more 
potent in acid production, however 
are the actice body cells themselves. 
Every time a muscle contracts it 
produces some lactic acid. 


To counteract this production of 
acid and maintain the body neu- 
trality the lungs constantly elimi- 
nate a volatile acid, the kidneys con- 
serve alkalis by eliminating acid. 
The intestines, on the contrary, ab- 
sorb acid and reject alkalis. Lastly 
and of great importance, is the abil- 
ity of the blood, through its buffer 
substances, to turn acids into alkalis 
and alkalis into acids as needed to 
preserve neutrality. To the same end 
it can utilize sodium chloridp—ordi- 
nary table salt—either as acid or 
alkali—the "chloride shift."

How to Play 


AND

APPROACH BIDDING. 


Before 
the 
adoption 
of 
the 


new scoring on November 1, 1932, 
players everywhere realized that 
the possession 
of a 
part-score 


greatly complicated arriving at a 
slam contract for the players who 
held 
that 
apparent 
advantage. 


With the old scoring premiums it 
was not considered wise to make 
forcing bids above the level of 
game and thus many slams were 
missed in bidding that were easily 
attainable in play. Now, however, 
bridge players have at their dis- 
posal a weapon designed to meet 
this situation, and that Is that a 
forcing opening bid of two in a 
suit is recognized as forcing for 
one round regardless of what the 
score may be. This greatly lessens 
the difficulty of bidding for slams 
with a part-score. 


The two-bid with a part-score. Is 


unquestionably 
very valuable 
if 


players using it will use it only on 
hands that contain the solid values 
to make the contracts into which 
they force the partnership, and will 
not bid slams on hands far too 
light in honors and lacking dis- 
tributional value. However, there 
is another method of conveying a 
great deal of information, avail- 
able to players who have a part- 
score. This method might be de- 
scribed as "creeping up" 
on a 
slam; or, to put it in another way, 
"using a series of low approach 
bids." 
A very good contract player sent 


me the hand below the other day, 
In which, while an opening forcing 
bid of two might have been made, 
the alternative of keeping the bid- 
ding low and extracting the maxi- 
mum of information before a game 
contract was reached answered an 
equally good purpose.

What do you bid? 
Answer: Two hearts. There is 
just about one bid to be found in 
this hand. The hand is strong 
enough in playing strength for a 
raise to two hearts, and the club 
suit is biddable. However, the hand 
is not good enough to bid two clubs 
and subsequently raise 
partner's 


hearts, so the best thing to do is to 
give partner a chance in the suit 
where a game seems 'possible—that 
is, hearts. If you bid two clubs on 
this hand you are not strong 
enough to subsequently support 
partner's hearts and thus some val- 
uable information will be withheld 
from him.

Inadequate Funds Cut

'Skeleton', Says Bryan 


Nebraska's state 
law 
enforce- 


ment machinery has been reduced 
"to a mere skeleton" because of 
reduced appropriations "at a time 
when the president is asking the 
co-operation of the state In a na- 
tional enforcement program," said 
Governor Bryan Friday. 
"I urged suitable appropriations 


to enforce the law," Bryan said, 
"but 
we had a bunch of politicians 
trying to get control of the state 
law enforcement department. They 
established a lobby here last win- 
ter and tried to prevent any appro- 
priations for law enforcement." 


The people of the state "last fall 
didn't oppose a state police force," 
the governor said. 


"What they did oppose," he add- 
ed, "was a move to put a police 
force into the hands of a commis- 
sion where they couldn't fix re- 
sponsibility. That would have en- 
couraged fraud and corruption and 
racketeering such as other states 
have experienced. 


"The law enforcement machinery 
must always be kept in the hands 
of the governor, no matter who he 
may be, a person elected and re- 
sponsible to the public." 
Bryan said he favored the recall 


of the governor and all other pub- 
lic officers to assure retention of 
control in the hands of the public.

New Strict Rules Qovern Annual 


Rush Week For N.U. Fraternities 


With the opening dat« of rush 
week for fraternities at the Univer- 
sity of Nebraska act for Saturday 
morning, fraternity men and rush- 
ces Friday afternoon were studying 
the rules Of preferential bidding 
which will govern for the first time 
the pledging of men at the univer- 
sity. 


The new rules, adopted by Ne- 
braska fraternities last spring, stip- 
ulate that no rushee may have 
more than one date per day with 
the same fraternity, nor may he 
have more than three dates with 
the same fraternity during rush 
week. 


He is not permitted to live in any 
fraternity house during this period, 
nor is he allowed to talk with mem- 
bers of the fraternity except during 
bona fide dates filed with the inter- 
fraternity committee. 


Must Keep Dates. 


The rushee must keep every date 
that he has listed on his rush card, 
also filed with the committee, and 
must not display any pledge button 
until 6 o'clock Wednesday night, the 
final day of rush week. Violation of 
any of the rules prohibits 
the 
rushee from pledging until the sec- 
ond semester. Fraternities involved 
in violations are subject to a fine 
of $50. 


Elimination of the "sweat ses- 
sion," traditional trouble maker of 
other seasons, is attempted under 
the new regulations, according to 
Jack Fischer of Valentine, chairman 
of the interfratermty council rush- 
ing committee. 
The preferential 
system, similar to the plan used by 
sororities, permits the rushee an 


opportunity to visit every fraternity 
listed on his card before pledging. 
Written lists announcing thPlr 


choices are submitted by fraterni- 
ties and rushees on Wednesday 
noon to a special faculty committee 
A rushee who has no record of rush 
dates on file in the interfraternitv 
office is prohibited from pledging a 
fraternity until Oct. 1. Rush cards 
may be filed at any time prior to 
the date listed, according to Mr. 
Fischer. 


Rushing Ends Wednesday, 


Official rushing starts Saturday 
morning 
and 
continues 
until 


Wednesday noon, with the excep- 
tion of Monday morning and after- 
noon, reserved by the university for 
the freshman day program. 


With rushing prohibited Friday, 
members of 30 fraternities were 
busy checking prospective rushees, 
preparing the house for visitors, 
pleading with Lincoln alumni to 
appear on the scene with new cars, 
if any, and polishing the pledge 
buttons. 


With each group seeking from 20 
to 25 new members, about 700 
youths will begin paying for board 
and room at the university Greek 
structures next week, if plans of the 
various fraternity rush chairmen 
are successful.

Flier Plans Return To 


Havana, May Enter

Released from the city jail after 


being acquitted on a charge of as- 
sault and battery in Municipal 
court, Antonio Gracia Fernandez, 
Cuban flying student whose source 
of income was suddenly swept away 
by th; revolution in his native 
country, was thinking seriously Fri- 
day morning of going to Havana in 
an attempt to enter government 
aviation service. 
Antonio spent Thursday in jail 
when he couldn't furnish appear- 
ance bond, aftT he pleaded not 
guilty to a charge filed by Lee 
Bonzo, 2415 O street, with whom, he 
lived. 
Testimony presented to the court 
showed that trouble started between 
Antonio and Mr. Bonzo over the 
signing of a note for room rent. In 
dismissing the case, Judge John L. 
Polk said no serious harm had been 
done and it was impossible to de- 
cide from the testimony just how 
thp scuffle started. 


While in jail Thursday, Antonio 
received a letter from, his brother 
who is in Santiago, Cuba. The let- 
ter which was brought to Antonio 
by his friend and interpreter, Henry 
Aguirre, related how property be- 
longing to Manuel Arnaz, god- 
father of Antonio and former po- 
lice chief of Santiago, was de- 
stroyed. 
Arnaz himself escaped but is still 
in hiding, while his home—the 
home where Antonio lived — is in 
ruins. His yacht and automobiles 
were burned, the letter stated. His 
cattle are killed daily to feed mobs 
of the street. 


Antonio stated that be Is apply- 
ing to the consul at Omaha to ar- 
range his return to Cuba. He smiled 
grimly when asked if he'd return to 
Santiago, then shook his head and 
added, "Havana." In the meantime 
he is making his home 
with 
Aguirre.

Council Instructs Kier to Study 
Amendment Contemplating 


Numerous Revisions. 


A proposed amendment to the 


plumbing ordinance was given City 
Attorney Max Kier by the city 
council Friday for study and later 
reported to the council on the 
changes contemplated. The amend- 
ment is sponsored by Lincoln con- 
tracting plumbers, master plumbers 
and journeymen. 
Besdies specifying the number of 
outlets for pipes of different sizes, 
the proposal also provides for ex- 
aminations for all workers in the 
business, and 
prohibits anyone 
other than a licensed plumber from 
make installations or repairs. 
Plumbers now registered are exempt 
from examinations, provided tfcey 
obtain new licenses within sixty 
days after the passage of the 
amendment. 
. 
The fees set up by the proposal 
include registration, examination, 
and renewals. A contracting plumb- 
er wifl be required to pay $23 an- 
nual registration, and $5 for ex- 
amination. He also must post bond 
of $25.000 annually. 
The registration for a master 


plumber would be $10: examination. 
$5. and renewal the same pnce. A 
journeyman would be assessed $5 
for registration and $1 each for ex- 
amination and renewal.

Free Baby Clinics 


Give More Service 


In Excess Of Six Hundred Infants 


Examined Under Sponsorship 


Of Junior 


Prize Drawing In Fair Art Show 


More than 600 Lincoln babies re- 


ceived free service from the Junior 
League baby clinics during the first 
eight months of this year as com- 
pared with 508 for the same period 
of 1932. The clinics represent one 
of the twenty welfare agencies for 
which the community chest will 
raise funds in its eleventh annual 
campaign this fall. 


The infants made 2,275 visits to 
157 clinics over the eight months' 
period, for an average of 285 young- 
sters served each month. 
Clinics 


were held four and sometimes five 
times a month at the Orthopedic 
hospital. First Presbyterian church, 
Havelock, College of Agriculture 
campus and-college View, the latter 
clinic being transferred to Belmont 
in February. 


The youthful clients came almost 
entirely from families who could not 
otherwise have afforded this health 
service. The babies were examined 
for 
physical defects and 
were 
checked up regularly 
on weight 
height and general health. Mothers 
were instructed in baby care. 
In 
three cases where the need was 
found, special corrective and sur 
gical attention 
was secured fo 
babies.

SEVEN CITIES TO 
BE INVESTIGATED 


WASHINGTON. Sept. 8—<flV-Dr. 


Fred C. Howe, consumer's counsel 
for the farm adjustment adminis- 
tration, said in a statement today 
he was seeking an explanation of 
high 
bread 
prioes in 
Atlanta, 
Charleston, S. C., Mobile, Ala., San 
Francisco. Savannah, Ga., Scran- 
ton, Pa., and Seattle. 


"In these seven cities," Dr. Howe 
said, "the average price of bread 
is 1 cent or more above the na- 
tional average price for a pound 
loaf." 


The consumers counsel said he 
had asked 
the 
president of the 
American Bakers association for a 
report which would give informa- 
tion on costs and wages of 
the 
bakers in the seven cities. 
Dr. Howe reported that on Au- 
gust 15 the retail price of bread 
in 51 cities studied was 7.6 cents, 
as compared with 6.4 cents a pound 
loaf on February 15. 


"Every extra cent charged the 
public means thousands of dollars 
less in consumers' pockets at the 
end of the year," Howe said. "In 
the seven cities alone it probably 
amounts to over a million dollars 
a year if we estimate that the av- 
erage consumption per family is 
one loaf of bread a day."

- When John Jones applies for en- 
trance to a college, for example, he 
ought to be explored first to find 
out whether he is of "college cali- 
bre," Dr. Kelly suggests. If he ob- 
viously is unfitted, he ought to be 
told so frankly. 


Parents, and young people them- 
selves, should indulge in 
careful 
analysis of the college problem, Dr. 
Kelly says, since all colleges are 
not equipped to handle the per- 


I sonnel problem themselves. 
Col- 


i lege attendance should not be tak- 
' en as a matter of course, he con- 
tends. 


While he admits all high school 
graduates are not able to chart a 
straight educational path for them- 
selves at the outset, he advises 
preceding cautiously until that 
path is found. Too many young 
people blaze their ways through 
college without goal or method. 
"Teach Students—Not Subjects." 
The responslbilly of the college, 


meanwhile, Is to teach students— 
niv subjects in Dr. Kelly's expert 
opinion.

. WASHINGTON, Sept. 8— (ff) — 
The recovery a d m i n i s t r ation 
watched today the soft^coal indus- 
try's reaction to the most compre- 
hensive NRA code yet written, con- 
fident the while that Hugh S. 
Johnson's draft will go to Presi- 
dent Roosevelt substantially un- 
changed. 
The master agreement, framed 
after months of controversy, was 
the subject of careful scrutiny by 
bituminous 
coal 
operators 
and 
union miners alike. Both interests 
had until tomorrow evening to file 
their objections. 
But they knew too that Johnson 
regards the code as the salvation 
of the industry and plans, barring 
reasonable modifications, to "im- 
pose it" on minorities refusing to 
sign up. 


As the coal negotiations neared 
an end, another huge industry— 
the $12,000,000,000 oil business—be- 
gan its revolutionary experiment of 
national production control. 
Authorized by oil's NRA code, the 
daily production budget of 2,409,000 
barrels fixed by the order of Sec- 
retary Ickes formally took effect. 
Officials here looked for 
price 
boosts as a result and were anx- 
ious to know just how much more 
it would cost the average motorist. 
A special incentive to operators 


to accept the soft coal code was 
the provision- permitting creation 
of price-fixing marketing agencies. 
Johnson believes it would be rea- 
sonable to lift the retail cost of 
coal back to the level of three or 
four years ago. 
'-'In fact, I'd stand for its going 
up as much as $2- a ton, though I 
do not expect that" it will," was 
the way the recovery administra- 
tor explained it to newsmen. 
Important points in the 
coal 
code -included a minimum wage 
scale ranging from $5.63 in Mon- 
tana to $3 in Alabama, a maximum 
work week averaging 36 hours and 
the collective bargaining provision 
of the recovery law. 
Along with their study of the 


code, Appalachian bituminous coal 
operators and heads of the Unit- 
ed Mine Workers of America, con- 
tinued work on details of their 
union labor contracts. 
Johnson, meanwhile, looked for- 
ward to other 
problems pressing 


for attention. These included the 
important task of loosening credit 
for businesses which want to pay 
higher wages and shorten

Cabot Says State's Right

the state," Philip Cabot of Harvard

In an address prepared for de- 
livery at the convention of the 
Pennsylvania Electric association, 
he expressed the view that if the 
NRA policies* "were made perma- 
nent," the state's rights would be 
jeopardized. 


"If these emergency measures re- 
main in force for any considerable 
length of time we may find that the 
forces we have set in motion are 
beyond our control," asserted Cabot, 
who is professor of public utility 
management in Harvard's graduate 
school of business administration. 


Emergency Measure. 


"It seems to me unthinkable," he 
said, "that the regimentation of in- 
dustry and the control of personal 
conduct contemplated by the na- 
tional industrial recovery act rep- 
resent the sober judgment of this 
nation except as emergency meas- 
ures. 


"I do not believe that the voters 
have seen clearly what It means or 
how it would affect their daily lives. 
The Eighteenth amendment was an 
experiment in the control of con- 
duct. It was a colossal failure, and 
while we are in the process of re- 
pealing it so as to retrieve that 
blunder we have passed the na- 
tional industrial recovery act, which 
would require a degree of national 
control beyond anything heretofore 
conceived. 


"Please do not misunderstand 
me,' he said. "As an emergency 
measure this program was neces- 
sary and wise. But if we allow our- 
selves to be lulled to sleep by ad- 
dresses of the president about the 
new deal and appeals for co-opera- 
tion by the national administrator, 
we may wake up some morning in 
a new world."
